Public phones 
to be installed 


The Sierra Madre City Council at Tuesday 
evening’s meeting decreed the week of Nov. 18 - 24 
as Family Week in Sierra Madre. 

The council has investigated the need for a 
public phone in downtown Sierra Madre and the 
location of two is planned for the raised waiting 
area in Parking Dist. No. 1, the South Baldwin 
Ave. parking lot near the postal drop-off area. 

About $2000 will be required to begin the pro¬ 
ject with the total cost amounting to $10,000, 
pending shelter selection. Proposition A funds will 
subsidize funding of the pay phone project which 
should be completed early next year.

Jameson property 
to be discussed 


The Planning Commission will meet tonight, 
Thursday, Nov. 15, to consider the application of 
Suburban Land Developers, Inc. to subdivide the 
Ida M. Jameson Trust property. 

The proposed subdivision of the 5.42-acre 
parcel which encompasses the holdings between 
Grandview and Highland are proposed to be divided 
into 20 lots, two of them to be retained by the 
Jameson Trust. The balance are to be developed 
as single dwellings on typically 10,000-plus-sq. ft. 
lots, according to City Administrator Jim McRea. 

The Planning Commission will be considering 
input for the draft environment impact report, 
recommendation on the Tentative Tract Map 
43664 and other conditions of approval for the 
tract as may be determined by the public hearing. 

The Planning Commission makes recommenda¬ 
tions only. Final decisions are made by the City 
Council.

Traditionally, thefts In this city in¬ 
creased by almost 100% during the months 
of November and December. This has 
been true in both 1982 and 1983. These 
thefts not only include the loss of pro¬ 
perty, but also the loss of money due to 
fraud and trickery. 

During the holiday season, people 
have other things on their minds than 
the protection of their property. As we 
have been labeled one of the “safest” 
cities to live in, this could further Increase 
the theft rate due to a false sense of 
security and complacency. 

Theft Is a crime of opportunity and is 
seldom planned. Anything can be lost as 
the result of thefts. As theft is a crime 
of opportunity, your best protection is to 
walk around your property and vehicle and 
look at it through the eyes of a thief. 

— Are your gardening tools left out? 

— Is your child’s bicycle in the front yard? 

— Is your garage door closed? What’s 

In It to steal? 

— How about those $100 hubcaps? 

Can they be taken from your car while 

it’s parked in your driveway? 

Remember, given the opportunity, a 
thief will steal anything, from your sprink¬ 
ler heads to your mobile home and any¬ 
thing else that isn’t cemented down. 

Regarding the theft of money, make 
sure that you ask a solicitor for a city 
business license. Be cautious of easy 
moneymaking opportunities. They are 
usualiy fraudulent. 

Your best protection is to be cautious 
and use common sense. Don’t hesitate to 
cail the Poiice Department if anything 
causes you to be suspicious. 

There are a iot of DON’T’S, but the 
most important DON’T is, DON’T have 
your hoiidays ruined by being a victim. 


Myths and facts 
about alcohol 


With the Nationai Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration predicting that one 
out of every two Americans — drivers, 
passengers, pedestrians, bystanders — 
wiii be invoived in an aicohoi-related 
motor-vehicie crash, it seems time again 
to give readers a few facts about oriving 
and drinking. And this also comes at a 
time when two of our friends were in¬ 
voived in near-fatai crashes in which the 
other driver was inebriated. 

Perhaps too much pubiicity has been 
given to America’s drunk driving problem. 
Maybe we’re starting to “tune it out.” But 
drunk drivers are everyone’s probiem. This 
“disease” causes more than 43,000 
deaths and 665,000 injuries annuaiiy. 

Drivers must be aiert, defensive 
drivers to learn to watch for symptoms 
a drunk driver dispiays — driving too fast 
or too siow for conditions, weaving from 
lane to lane, driving in erratic patterns. 

We should know the difference be¬ 
tween myths and facts. And the following 
are a few that are common. 

Myth: It is better to drink only beer 
because it is less intoxicating than other 
alcoholic beverages. 

Fact: One 12-oz. can of beer, one 6-oz. 
glass of wine, and one highball con¬ 
taining IV 2 ounces of 86-proof liquor all 
have the same intoxicating effects. 

Myth: Taking a cold shower, drinking 
black coffee, and eating starchy foods 
will help you to sober up quickly. 

Fact: Only time can reduce the effect 
of alcohol on the body. Once you have 
consumed alcohol, you must wait for it to 
work its way out of your body. 

Myth: You can drink more if you drink 
only one type of alcohol. Mixing different 
drinks is what makes you drunk. 

Fact: Alcohol fs alcohol. Although 
mixing drinks may make you sick, it’s 
the amount of alcohol that you consume 
that determines your ability to function, 
not the type of alcohol. 

Myth: Anyone can tell when someone 
else Is too drunk to drive. 

Fact: The effects of alcohol on the 
body are as individual as the person who 
is drinking. Some people slur their words, 
stagger, become boisterous, and show 
other visible signs of intoxication. Other 
people may be severely Intoxicated but 
may show no signs at all. In both cases, 
the individual’s driving abilities are de¬ 
finitely Impaired.

proved dramatically. 
And receiving special no¬ 
tice is Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy who 
went all the way from an 
F in the Iasi ‘Report 
Card” to a B+ — a 
dramatic improvement. 
State Senator Newton 
Russell didn’t fare as 
well as his Assembly col¬ 
league, receiving only a 
C.

For two thousand years the Chine.se suc¬ 
cessfully guarded the secrets of silk culture.

Legend has it that two 
enterprising Greek monks hid silk cocoons in 
their walking staffs ond took them back to 
Greece.

Safeguarding home hints for the eiderly 


Everyone knows that a 
broken arm or leg is a 
serious injury. Yet for 
many of us, after a few 
weeks in a cast we’re 
back on the ballfield 
again. 

When an older person 
falls, however, he suffers 
more serious inuries, 
with the majority of 
breaks occurring right in 
the home. Here are some 
tips for making the home 
environment safer: 

• CLEAR THE WAY — 
Older people tend to fall 
because they lose their 
depth perception and of¬ 
ten have problems with 
balance, so they “shuf¬ 
fle” along. 

Make sure there is 
bright lighting in the 
home, so edges of steps 


and walls can be seen. 

Avoid distracting 
shadows on the floor or 
in the doorway. A porch 
light should be left on if 
the person will be return¬ 
ing after dark — the 
moonlight does little lo 
light up the front door¬ 
step. 

Above all, make sure 
eyeglasses are clean, so a 
speck of dust isn’t mis¬ 
taken for a shoe on the 
carpet. 

• NO SLIP-UPS — 
Homes should not have 
steep steps, and an apart¬ 
ment building must have 
an elevator. 

Driveways shouldn’t 
be slippery and handrails 
are helpful near steps 
and in long, dark hall¬ 
ways. Floors .should not 


be slick and rugs should 
not slide easily. 

Placing rubber mat¬ 
ting under a rug will pre¬ 
vent sliding. One of tlic 
most dangerous yet fa¬ 
vorite companions of the 
older person is his or her 
slippers. 

Make sure these slip¬ 
pers have rubber grip¬ 
ping on the bottom to 
avoid sliding and falling. 
Also, when shopping, 
use a cart for sup¬ 
port, even if only buy¬ 
ing a few items. 

• THE IDEAL HOME — 
When buying a retire¬ 
ment home, make sure it 
is near to vital things, 
like shopping centers, 
churches, grocery stores, 
and, if necessary, a doc- 


1 he house should have 
at least one bedroom on 
the first floor and a bath¬ 
room large enough to ac¬ 
commodate a wheel¬ 
chair. 

Medication should be 
kept in an easily ac¬ 
cessible place with clear¬ 
ly written dosage instruc¬ 
tions (failing memory 
can cause overdose ol 
medication). 

In addition, the older 
person should avoid 
driving after dark, since 
age often dulls vision. 

• SAFEGUARD THE 
HOME BEFORE AN 
ACCIDENT HAP¬ 
PENS, because once a 
person is hurt, he may 
live in fear in liis own 
home.
